But, bad as it is. financing is not the 
univ major problem such a massive road- 
building program raises, 
I raffle safety Spe< talists, hulking a bead 
a decade to a dream network of high-sjted, 
straightaway super-roads, say they'll also 
bring super-speeding motorists, and send 
an already disgraceful record of deal ii. in­ 
jury and damage skyrocketing with *u|h*i- 
accidents. 
Automobiles that can be driven faster 
and ever faster, year by year, will make a 
major contribution to the grim highway 
toll ahead 
it nothing is done. \ on can get 


toe picture: faster cars, faster roads. And 
the same old motorist. (live luni a good, 
safe 50 or 60-mph road today, and he’ll 
drive BO or To mph on it. What will Hie 
Ajieeds la* in ariot lier decade? 
Traffic specialists urge tar more rigid 
enforcement of speed limits as the biggest 
single thing that can l>e done. Tliat i*oses 
a major financing problem, too. The more 
police patrolling highways, the more motor­ 
ists abide by the s|*eed limits. But more 
enforcement will cost more money. 
ll would help also if the penalty for 
speeding Were jacked up by the various 
states to far more than it is now. A motor­ 
ist who knew that he would get into real 
trouble, have the l*»ok thrown at him. would 
In* far more apt to make up his mind that 
si ceding does not pay. 
lf our highway specialists and legislators 
can plan, finance and build a massive net­ 
work of nan!*, certainly they also can plan, 
finance and make effective a massive pro­ 
gram of high war safety. It isn’t a question 
of one tieing more important than the other.
